DEATHS HERE AND ELSEWHERE

General Edward Eraft.

The Republic of Honduras has suffered a
severe loss in the death hy accidental
drowning on November 4 of General Edward
Kraft, of Sun Pedro, the commsndant of the
Atlantic port of Poerto Cortex. General
Kraft was returning from his gold mine, =it-
uated about 80 wilesfrom San Pedro; and in
fordiug the river Camalote, which had been
swollen to a torrent by recent rains, his
mule, it ia supposed, lost its balance by
striking against some hidden obstrootion,
throwing its rider violently Lackward into
the current, in which he instantly disap-

red. It was not until a week later that
i= Lody was found aud interred. General
Kiaft was one of the principal figures in
the political life and affairs of Honduras
He was a piliar of strength to the conserva-
tive, peacerul poiicy of the Government, de-
voting all his energy and excellent judg-
ment to the attminment of that end. To
him, next to President Bogran, is due the
extraordinary and cordial welcome that is
no r given to Americans and the encourage-
ment of their investments,

Prol Henry Rohboclk.

Prof. Henry Rohbock, tbe well.-known
musician, died at his late residence 44 Penn
avenue, yesterduy morning. Prof. Rohbock
came to this conntry from Germany,.in 1946,
und shortly after settiod in this city. He re-
ceived his musical education in Gotha, Ger-
many, wheras he studied under the famous
muasicians of that time. Prof. Hohibock has
bLeen organist at different times of several
prominey: churches, and was nigso at the
hiead of toe musical department of the Pitts-
burg Female College for a number of years,
The deceased was in his 76sh year.
